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LINEMAN ELECTROCUTED WHILE 
AT W ORK ON LINE. 

With an electric current of 2,500 
voltage passing through his body, 
John Webb, aged 26, a lineman yi 
the employ of the Cumberland Tele- 
phone Co., in this city, met death at 
the corner of Main and Second 
street yesterday morning, while at 
work on a pole at that place. 

Webb and several others had been 
sent to the place to (make some re- 
pairs to the long distance line. This 
had been successfully done, and the 
men, with the exception of Webb, 
has descended to the ground. Webb 
was endeavoring to take in the slack 
in the line which carried the elec- 
tric light current, so as to free it 
from possible contact with the 
other wires, when he was seen to 
suddenly become rigid, in which po- 
sition he remained for several sec- 
onds, hanging by his safety belt, and 
then fell forward on the wires. Sus- 
pecting something wrong his fellow- 
workmen rigged up a block and 
tackle arangement, by which they 
were enabled to go to his rescue. 
When the unfortunate man was low- 
ered to the ground, it was found that 
life was extinct, his death having 
been instantaneous. Physicans were 
hastily summoned, and worked with 
him for some time, but the vital 
spark had fled beyond recall. It was 
stated that Webb at the time he was 
stricken, had both hands in contact 
with the high voltage wires which 
carry the current of the Paris Gas & 
Electric Co., at that point. When he 
fell his body was against these wires. 
One arm and one hand were severely 
burned by the deadly current. The 
body was taken in charge by Under- 
taker George R. Davis. 

Webb was a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
James Webb, of Paris. He had been 
in the employ of the Cumberland 
Co. for about six years. Previous to 
that he had been with the Paris 
Home Telephone. He had been in 
the army service, and had but lately 
returned to Paris. He was highly re- 
garded by his associates, and by his 
employers. He was married some 
years ago to Miss Bettie Hull, of 
Flejming county, who, with one child, 
a daughter, six years old, survive 
him. He is also survived by his par- 
ents. Mr. and Mrs. James Webb, two 
brothers, Asa Webb, in the service on 
board the U.-S. S. "Utah," and Col- 
onel Webb, of this city, and two sis- 
ters, Mrs. Mattie Sammon and Miss 
May Eliza Webb, both of this county. 

Coroner Davis was busy yesterday 
shaping up for a Coronial investiga- 
tion of the causes leading up to 
Webb's death. The inquest will 
probably be held late this afternoon. 
Attorneys for the Paris Gas & Elec- 
tric Company having expressed a de- 
sire to be present at the hearing. 



u MIRACLE OF THE WORLD WAR" 
SUBJECT OF A DDRESS. 

The miraculous accomplishments 
of the United, States in the recent 
struggle, as seen through the eyes of 
a newspaper man, will be set forth 
Sunday evening at the Christian 
church, when Sergeant E. P. Brad- 
street, Jr., formerly of the Twelfth 
Engineers (Light Railways) will 
speak on "The Miracle of the World 
War." The meeting will be open to 
the public. 

Bradstreet, who is a Cincinnati 
newspaper man, went over in July, 

1917, and was with the British Ex- 
peditionary Forces for ft year, going 
through the battle of Cambria in No- 
vember, 1917, with them, and again 
in the battle of the Somme in March, 

1918. His regiment operated the 
norrow-gauge railways which carried 
ajmmunition and supplies at night 
time to the British guns and third 
line trenches. 

In September, 1918, the Twelfth 
joined the First American army in 
time for the battle of St. Mihel. 
After the armistice Sergeant Bard- 
street was sent to Metz, Lorraine, as 
historian of the Interallied Railway 
Armistice Commission. While here 
he acted as special correspondent for 
the "Chicago Tribune" and the "New 
York Herald," and traveled exten- 
sively through the provinces observ- 
ing the change from German rule 
back to the original French rule. 

In April, 1919, in company with 
three hundred other Ajmerican news- 
paper men, he was sent by Pershing 
on a special train all over those 
parts of France and Germany occu- 
pied by the American army in order 
to view at first hand out" accom- 
plishments abroad in helping to win 
the war. 

Sergeant Bradstreet, who has been 
the guest of Lieutenant Finnel Gal- 
loway, will return Monday to his 
home in Cincinnati, where he will 
resume his duties of Publicity Direc- 
tor of the Cincinnati Chamber of 
Commerce. He has served on the 
Cincinnati Post and the Cincinnati 
Enquirer also.

Congressman J. Campbell Cantrill 
opened the Democratic campaign in 
Clark county with a rousing address 
at the court house.

We are pleased to be able to pre- 
sent to our readers the photograph, 
of one of Kentucky's "Grand Old 
Men" in the person of Past Master 
James R. Rogers, of Hope Lodge No. 
246, Little Rock. Bourbon county. 
Though seventy-nine years has come 
and gone since he first saw the light, 
he is yet active, vigorous, has the 
courage of the lion, the patience of 
an ox. and in mind the swiftness of 
the eagle. 

There are few men in the State 
that are better known to the Craft 
than Bro. Rogers, as he has been a 
regular attendant at the Grand 
Lodge for thirty-five long years. He 
was first appointed Grand Marshal 
by Grand Master Reginald F. Thomp- 
son, and was reappointed year after 
year with the exception of one year, 
until 1916. He is a man of great 
bearing and pleasing personality, 
and has been cheered hundreds of 
times in the manner of his announce- 
ments of the results of the election 
of the officers of the Grand Lodge. 

It was Bro. Rogers, who, in the 
year 1895. offered an amendment to 
the Constitution of the Grand Lodge 
reducing the mileage of four cents 
each way to the actual expense 
(three cents) of travel, saving the 
Grand Lodge more than $3,000 each 
year thereafter on this account, 
making up to this date more than 
$M,000 saved for other purposes. 
He offered this amendment on his 
own motion and fought it through. 

He is at present Secretary of Hope 
Lodge, and is always on the job when 
the gavel is sounded. He served 
through the Civil War, casting his 
lot with others in Dixieland, and af- 
ter the last battle has been fought 
and the smoke cleared away, he came 
back to his "Old Rentucky Home," 
took up anew the burdens of life to 
make the Nation and State better, 
and to wield his influence in making 
men feel that we are all one people, 
and should treat each other as 
brethren.

PR0MJNET WINCHESTER MAN 
SUED FOR HEART-BREAKING 

Alleging he refused to keep an en- 
gagement to marry her, Miss Helen 
Rose Barlow, of Lexington, has filed 
suit in the Jefferson Circuit Court 
for $50,000 breach of promise dam- 
ages from Phelps Renick, wealthy 
young bachelor, of Winchester, and 
nephew of Abraham Renick, presi- 
dent of the McComb.s Producing & 
Refining Company, a large oil cor- 
poration. Her petition states that 
the younger Renick owns property 
valued at $75,000. 

Miss Barlow and Mr. Renick met 
when she was attending a business 
college in Winchester, according to 
M. H. Thacker, who is associated 
with J. A. Edge, Lexington, as her 
attorney. i 

They became engaged July 6, the 
petition alleges, but on or about Sep- 
tember 1, Mr. Renick "announced his 
purpose not to marry this plaintiff 
and refused to converse with her or 
see her." 

During the alleged engagement 
Miss Barlow says, Mr. Renick fre- 
quently took her to Winchester "and 
exhibited to her large farming enter- 
prises and an elegant residence own- 
ed and controlled by him and dis- 
closed to this plaintiff the haj>piness 
and pleasure that would belong to 
them upon the consummation of 
their marriage agreement and per- 
suaded this plaintiff not to engage in 
any business enterprise nor prepare 
herself for a business career, and 
caused this plaintiff to cease her 
studies in a business college in which 
she was preparing herself for a bus- 
iness career." 

Mr. Thacker said Miss Barlow 
came to Kentucky frofm the East. 

OFFERS ADVICE ON ARBOR DAY 



Following the proclamation of Gov- 
ernor Black designating Friday, Oc- 
tober 31, as Arbor Day for Ken- 
tucky, J. E. Barton, commissioner of 
forestry and geology, is prepared to 
furnish information about trees to 
plant, methods of planting and other 
features which will tend to make a 
success of the event. 

Since Arbor Day was not generally 
celebrated during the period of the 
war the Governor is of the opinion 
that it is appropriate that the wide 
observance of the occasion through- 
out the State should be resumed at 
this tijme. He calls upon the public 
for a wide observance of the day, es- 
pecially with the idea in mind of 
planting trees as memorials to sol- 
diers and sailors killed during the 
war.

ITALIAN GOVERNMENT ASKS 
HELP OF ALLIES. 
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LONDON, Sept. 25. — The Italian 
Government has appealed to the al- 
lied Powers to send an allied force, 
exclusive of Italians, to drive d'An- 
nunzio from Fiume, a report re- 
ceived here which is considered to be 
reliable, stated. 

It is understood that the American 
naval authorities here, who control 
the operations in the Adriatic, have 
declined any assistance whatsoever, 
pending final decision from Wash- 
ington or the peace delegates in 
Paris. 

The Italian Government, it is re- 
ported, has pointed out in its appeal 
that it would be difficult for Italy to 
handle the situation in view of d'An- 
nunzio's popularity with the Italian 
public, and also, because the Fiume 
decision has been a thorn in the side 
of the Italians.

Don't shoot doves before Septem- 
ber 1, nor after October 15. 

Don't kill more than 15 doves in 
one day. 

Don't shoot quail before Novem- 
ber 15, nor after January 1. 

Don't kill jmore than twelve quails 
in one day. 

Don't shoot squirrel before July 1, 
nor after December 15. 

Don't kill English or native pheas- 
ants, wild turkey or woodcock. 

Don't buy or sell quail at any time. 

Don't shoot, buy or sell rabbits be- 
fore November 15. 

Don't wait until November 15 to 
buy your hunter's license. Do it now. 

Don't kill all the quail in a covey 
— leave some for seed. 

Don't fail to notify your local 
Warden or this department of those 
who violate the law.

KENTUCKY CROP 



»RT FOR 



The summary of weather and crop 
| conditions in Kentucky for the week 
follows: 

High temperatures prevailed dur- 
ing the first half of the week, but 
they were about seasonal during the 
last half. Except for some light 
showers in the Licking River basin, 
no rain of consequence occurred. Late 
corn and tobacco made fair progress 
in the extreme western counties, 
where the effect of the heavy local 
rains of the last of August was still 
felt during the past week. In some 
other localities, generally in the 
southern counties, the late crops are 
doing fairly well but even in the 
most favored districts the condition 
of crops is irregular and "spotted." 
In most of the agricultural area the 
drouth was intensified and corn and 
tobacco continued to deteriorate. To- 
bacco is being cut and housed rapidly 
under ideal weather conditions for 
that work. Some farmers will finish 
cutting next week. Corn is drying 
up rapidly and cutting is well ad- 
vanced. The shortage of stock water 
is becoming serious in (many sections. 
Pastures have practically dried up in 
central and northern counties. Late 
potatoes seem to be a failure in most 
places. A serious feature of the 
drouth is its interference with the 
preparation of land for winter wheat 
which promises to considerably re- 
duce the acreage sown.

Theophile Gautier was a master of 
literary style. Here is the account of 
how he wrote his 'Travels in Italy," 
given by his friend, Maxi,me du 
Camp: 

" 'This book, which one would 
supppose to have been thought out in 
retirement, in a library of works of 
reference, was actually written in a 
printing house, amidst the clatter of 
compositors, the noise of printing 
presses, the hum of machinery, slam- 
ming of doors, and hubbub of a busy 
workship. Not a note, book, or doc- 
ument did the author make use of. 
His mejmory surpassed belief, and he 
could draw on it at will without fear 
of being led astray. He composed 
without erasing or correcting. When 
he had finished ten lines, the over- 
seer would clip them from the MS. 
and hand them to the compositor, re- 
peating the process until the article 
or chapter was complete. Then, when 
the proofs were set before him, Gau- 
tier would indicate errors by making 
them with his nail, and would would 
go on his way, breathing deeply, like 
a miner released fropn his subterra- 
nean gallery at the end of a day's 
work.' "
